Some Bird* That Hatch Their ECC» by 


Queer Uovicen. 


It is well kuowa that the Australian 


megapod is a bird tbat is accustomed to 
git ou its eggs Iu certain parts of Aus- 
tralia are inund numerous nionnds of 
considerable fize and height which the 
first explorers took to be burial grounds. 
These were made by the Megapodius 
tumulus, which uses them for hatching 
its epgs. They have sometimes consid- 
erable dimensions. A nest that is 14 
feet high nud 55 feet in circumference 
may be regarded as large. 


Each mc^apod balds its own nest 


with material which it gathers from all 
sides, and these are exactly what tho 
gardener uses iu the mouth of March to 
makfl his forcing beds—namely, leaves 
and decomposing vegetable 
umii.tr, 


which, by their fermeiuiHiou, give off 
an appreciable amount of heat. Iu the 
forcing beds this heat hastens the sprout- 
ing of the ECi'ds. In the ticst it suffices 
for the development aud hatching of the 
yoaiig birds, aud the mother cun go 
where she likes aud occupy herself us 
shu wisncs without being troubled by 
the duties of siuiug. 


Iu the siaaJl island of Niuafou, iu 


tho Pacific, another bird has u some- 
what similar habit, iu no far as it also 
abandons its eggs, but in placo of ob- 
taiuiug the necessary heat from fer- 
njcutauou it guts it from warm Baud. 
The Isipoa, or native pbaasant of Aus- 
tralia, acts like the roegapod uud watch- 
es tbe temperature of its mound very 
closely, covering aud uncovering the 
ctfgs several time? a day to cool them 
or heat thtiiu as becomes necessary. Aft- 
er hatching, tbe yooug bird remains in 
tha mocud several hours. It leaves ou 
the second day. but rnturns for the 
urght, aud not, until the third day is it 
able to Isjifc fur good the patarnal abode. 
—Revue ScientiUqoe.

SPEAKING TO THE DEAF. 


A. Jlistaltc In Often Made In Trying to 


Enunciate Very Plainly. 


Many people, and I am sorry to say 


some teachers of the deaf, fail to realize 
—in practice at least—that speech is not 
as clearly visible to the eye as it is audi- 
ble to the ear, aud think that by speak- 
ing slowly, word by word, ami opening 
tbeir months to the widest extent, they 
will render the task of the speech reader 
easier.
